He  and  his 
brother  went  intoi  th>e  dry  goods  busi- 
ness in  Syracuse  which  engaged , his 
attention  until  1870.  In  1871  he  engaged 
in  his  present  coal  business.  He  is  in- 
terested in  several  banks,  and  has  won 
success  in  lall  his  undertakings.

He  is  of  Jewish 
descent.  His  father  was  a.  minister. 
His  given  name  was  Samuel.  The  subject 
In  his  youth  attended  the  common 
schools.  His  early  eduoational  advan- 
tages were  limited,  but  he  later  ac- 
quired much  practical  learning  in  that 
best  of  schools,  the  great  business 
world.  Began  his  career  as  a cigar 
manufacturer  and  has  been  engaged  in 
the  business  in  our  city  since  1884.

He  is  a 
member  of  Masons  Veteran  Knights 
Pythias  and  Commeroiai  Travelers.  In 
1867  he  married  Miss  Ida  Jacobs, 
daughter  of  Julius  Jacobs.  They  ’ ave 
four  children,  Rubin,  born  January  14, 
1870,  Rebecca,  born  November  2,  1872, 
Alonzo,  born  August  3 1875,  and  Flor- 
ence, born  June  9,  1881. 

MR.  ROBERT  ADAMS  Was  born 
July  15,  1873,  at  Manlius.  His  father 
was  a farmer.  His  given  name  was 
Edward  Robert,  in  his  youth  attended 
the  common  schools.

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ERVIN  EDSIT  was  born  in  Onon 
connty,  N.  Y.,  30  years  ago.  He  is  of 
German  descenf.  His  father  was’  a 
blacksmith.  His  given  name  was  Ham- 
ilton Adsit.  Ervin  in  his  youth  attend- 
ed the  common'  schools  of  Manlius.  His 
early  eduoational  advantages  were 
quite  liberal.  He  began  his  career  as  a 
typewriter  worker  and  has  been  en- 
gaged in  the  typewriting  business  in 
our  city  sisce.  He  is  one  of  our  suc- 
cessful manufacturers.  In  politics  he 
is  a republican.  He  is  a member  of 
three  Masonic  lodges.  He  married  Miss 
Hattie  Smith,  daughter  of  Bartlet 
Smith. 

BRUCE  S.  ALDRICH,  recently  de- 
ceased, was  born  in  Cortland,  May  25, 
1835,  worked  on  his  father’s  farm,  at- 
tended the  Homer  Academy,  taught 
school,  clerked  in  a country  store,  kept 
books  for  a time  in  Homer,  traveled  on 
a wagon  for  Stone  & Co.,  selling  dry 
goods  and  notions.  He  formed  a part- 
nership with  John  P.  Hier  in  the  to- 
bacco business  in  1865,  which,  under  his 
care,  flouris'hed  with  uncommon  suc- 
cess. Mr.  Aldrich  retired  from  the 
firm  in  1885.

Hie'  began  his  career  as 
a decorator  and  'paper  hanger,  doing 
business  for  himself,  and  has  been  en- 
gaged in  the  same  business  in  our  city 
since.  He  is  one  of  our  succiessful  bus- 
iness men.  In  politics  he  is  a Demo- 
crat. He  is  a member  of  Royal  Tem- 
plars. In  189S  he  married  Miss  Cornelia 
Defoe  of  Syracuse. 

Henry  C.  Allien  was  born  in  Newark, 
N.  J.,  September  10,  1864,  removing  to 
Syracuse  in  1878,  where  he  has  since  re- 
sided. He  was  educated  in  the  public 
schools  of  Newark  and  Syracuse,  grad- 
uating from  iSyracusie  High  school  in 
1882.  He  served  with  A.  Wadsworth 
Clarke,  Civil  E'ngineer,  on  the  survey 
and  readjustment  of  boundary  line  be- 
tween New  York  and  Pennsylvania  un- 
til 1886,  when  he  cnteted  the  ofRce  of  W’. 
H.  H.  Gere  as  Assistant  City  Engineer, 
Resign  i)i,g  in  1887,  he  was  appointed  to 
a position  upon  the  Croton  aqueduct. 
Was  three  times  promoted  and  served 
for  one  year  as  Assistant  Engin- 
eer.

'bus  ness 

JOHN  BERTON  ALLEN  was  born 
in  November  3,  1865,  at  ClO'Ckville,  N,  Y. 
He  is  of  Scotch  deS'Cent.  His  father 
was  a cheese  and  butter  m^HrSgifacturer. 
His  given  name  was  'Myron  Stewar":. 
Dr.  Allen  in  his  youth  attended  the 
common  schools.  His  early  educational 
advantages  were  e-xcellent,  and  he  later 
acquired  much  practical  learning  in  that 
best  of  schoo'ls,  the  great  'business 
world.  He  completed  a commercial 
course  at  Cazenovia  seminary  in  1883, 
studied  at  Cornell  university  in  1886 
to  1888,  I'eceived  the  degree  of  M.  D.  at 
Medical  Department  University  City  of 
New  York  in  1890.  Began  his  career  as 
a physicjan  and  surgeon  in  1890  and 
has  been  engaged  in  the  active  prac- 
tice of  medicine  in  our  city  since  1894. 
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He  is  one  of  our  successful  practition- 
ers'. He  is  a moniber  of  the  Madison 
Countj^  Medical  society,  Syracuse  lodge, 
No.  109,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  and  Central  Baptiist 
church.  In  1892  he  miarried  Miss  Nellie 
Louise,  daughter  of  'Mairvin  B.  iSweet- 
land,  of  Delphi,  N.  Y. 

AUGU'STUS  G.  L.  ALLIS  was  born  in 
Cazenovia  January  5,  1831.  He  attend- 
ed CazenO'Via  seminary,  Albany  Normal 
school  and  Union  college,  situdied  law 
at  Brockp'ort,  New  York,  wasi  admitted 
to  the  bar  in  Rochester  in  December, 
1857,  and  has  practiced  his  profession 
in  this  city  ever  since  1860.  He  is  at 
p'resent  in  partnership  with  Mr.  Rogers, 
the  firm  being  Allis  «&  Rogers.  Mr.  Al- 
lis has  been  Justice  of  the  Peace,  As- 
sistant L'.  S.  Assessor,  and  Member  of 
Assembly.  His  ability  and  inLegrity 
as  a lawyer  are  widely  recognized. 


HENRY  C.  ALLE'WELT  was  born  in 
Bielefeld  March  12,  1834.  West  Phailen, 
Prussia.  Left  Bielefeld  July  20,  1853, 
sailed  frcm  Bremen  August  8 in  a two- 
masted  schooner,  reached  New'  York 
September  30,  1853.  Came  to  Syracuse 
in  Tanuary,  1855,  to  decorate  Long- 
street’s  c&stle  (the  present  Yates).  Met 
and  married  Elizabeth  Roehm  Novem- 
ber 20,  1855.  'She  died  November  6,  1885, 
her  husband  and  her  three  children  sur- 
viving her.  H.  C.  Allewelt  started  in 
business  of  his  own  iSeptember,  1865. 
He  retired  in  1895,  his  sons  carrying  on 
the  business.  In  1855  he  originated  the 
first  German  theater.  In  1862  he  entered 
the  ISTiiitia  Hawley  Guards,  Company 
H,  transferred  intO'  Company  E,  Mon- 
roe Cadets,  1863,  was  elected  captain  of 
said  company  that  same  year.  Elected 
major  of  51st  regiment  September  12. 
1870.  Elected  lieutenant-coloniel  Decem- 
ber 16,  1871.  Elected  colonel  December 


11,  1872.  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the 
officers.  Resigned  command  of  regi- 
men't  and  accepted  a position  in  Gen- 
eral Wood’s  staff.  Joined  the  Odd  Fel- 
lows Lincoln  lodge  1855.  Joined  the  Ma- 
sons in  1863,  Syracuse  lodge,  F.  A.  M. 
Joined  Chapter  and  Commandery  1864, 
joined  ccnsistory  of  S.  P.  R.  S.  March 
2,  1870. 

JAMES  E.  ALLIS  W'as  born  in  Chz- 
enovia  September  13,  1840.  He  was  ed- 
ucated at  Syracuse  High  school  and 
Union  college.  He  studied  law  in  Syra- 
cuse, was  admitted  to  tihe  bar  in  Roch- 
ester in  1874.  He  has  practiced  his  pro- 
fie'ssion  in  Syracuse  since  that  tim'e.  Mr. 
Allis  was  for  some  time  a Justice  of 
the  Peace.  He  is  at  present  a fire  com- 
missioner. 

GEORGE  H.  ALPETER  was  born 
August  24,  1844,  in  'Germany.  His  father 
was  Philip  Alpeter.  George  H.  studiied 
architecture.  When  the  war  brotoe  out 
he  enlisted  in  138th  New  York  infantry 
and  served  till  ciose  of  the  war.  Re- 
turn'! ng  home  he  engaged  in  his  trade 
as  m'ason  and  in  1883  began  contracting 
and  building.  In  1894  he  and  his  son 
Philip  went  into  busine'ss.  In  1866  he 
married  Miss  Eliz.abeth  Cashnell.  They 
have  eight  children,  Philip,  John,  Em- 
ma, Jane,  Prances,  Caroline,  George  H. 
Jr.  and  Yv^illiam  F. 


ANTON  V.  ALTMAN,  the  mer'Chant 
tailor,  was  born  at  Reichenberg,  Aus- 
tria, October  7,  1850.  He  received  his 
educa  tion  in  public  'schools  of  Germany. 
He  cam.e  to  this  country  in  1868,  and 
learned  the  tailoring  trade,  started  in 
business  for  himself  in  1876,  this  city. 
'Starting  as  he  did  at  26  years  of  age, 
without  the  advantage  of  a business 
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education  or  the  aid  of  funds',  he  has 
placed  hirnself  at  the  head  of  a.  large 
and  flourishing  tailoring  busimes®  of  his 
own  creaAion,  and  is  another  example 
of  the  type  of  a sieif-miade  man. 

Earl  E.  A'lvord,  born  in  Oneida  coun- 
ty October  7,  1822,  came  to  Onondaga 
county  when  six  years  of  age  with  his 
parents,  never  went  beyond  the  district 
school,  worked  at  hoime  and  for  his 
neighbors  until  1841,  When  he  went  into 
the  lime  business.  He  prospered,  in- 
vested bicavily  in  limestone  quarries  in 
various  parts  of  the  state.  He  also  en- 
gaged to  a great  extent  in  the  coal  bus- 
iness from  1878  until  his  death  in  1883. 
He  accumulated  a large  fortune  which 
he  left  to  his  sons,  Anson  E.  and  Edgar 
of  this  city. 

.ANTOH  AMAN  was  born  in  Baden, 
Germany,  in  1833.  He  learned  the  car- 
penter’s trade  and  came  to  this  coun- 
try. He  worked  at  his  trade  in  Staten 
Island  and  came  to  'Syracuse  43  years 
ago.  He  worked  for  Amos  Mason  for 
a number  of  years.  He  has  had  as 
many  as  150  men  under  his  charge  at 
one  time.  He  married  Miss  Barbara 
Milbeyer  of  this  city  about  37  years 
ago  and  they  have  a large  family  of 
Children.  Mr.  Aman  was  iSupervisor  of 
the  Second  ward  in  1885  and  1886. 

JACOB  AMOS  came  tO'  this  country 
in  1840  from  Germany.  After  doing 
business  in  various  towns  around  Syra- 
cuse, he  Anally,  in  1850,  built  the  Amos 
hotel,  in  this  city,  and  subsequently 
openedi  a flour  and  feed  store  here. 
He  continued  at  the  flour  business  un- 
til his  death  a few  years  since.  He  was 
at  that  time  the  owner  of  numerous 
mammoth  flour  mills,  and  his  business 
reached  the  sum  of  $1,500,000  a year. 


HON.  JACOB  AMOS,  second  son  of 


the  late  Jacob  Amos,  was  born  in  Syr- 
aouse  in  .December,  1853.  He  went 
through  the  public  and  high  schools 
of  the  city  and  took  charge  of  the  large 
Baldwinsville  flouring  mill  belonging 
to  his  father.  In  1876  he  went  into 
partnership  in  the  milling  business 
with  his  father  and  brother,  Charles 
L.  Upon  his  father’s  death  in  1883  the 
firm  became  Amos  Brothers.  In  1878 
the  firm  purchased  and  built  over  the 
old  Barker  & Munroe  mill,  putting  in 
the  new  roller  process.  Since  1887  the 
busines.s  has  been  conducted  by  Hon. 
Jacob  Amos.  He  has  always  been  a 
Republican.  He  was  a trustee  of  the 
village  of  Baldwinsville  and  in  1892 
was  elected  Mayor  of  Syracuse.  He 
was  re-elected  in  1894.  Mr.  Amos  is 
extensively  interested  in  numerous 
banks  and  enterprises  of  the  city  and 
holds  responsible  offices  in  many  of 
them.  In  September,  1880,  he  married 
Florence  E.,  daughter  of  the  late  Dr. 
James  Fitz  James  Wells.  They  have 
one  daughter,  Christine. 

WM.  C.  ANDEBSiON  was  born  in 
Otisco,  Onondaga  County,  N.  Y.,  April 
10,  1830.  He  graduated  from  the  Onon- 
daga academy,  studied  law  in  the  law 
school  at  Poughkeepsie,  and  in  a law 
office  in  Camillus,  N.  Y.,  and  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar  in  Utica  in  1857.  He 
practiced  for  a while  in  Jordan  and 
Camillus,  and  has  practiced  in  iSyra- 
cuse  since  1860.  He  was  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  (Supervisors  in  1867,  ’68  and  ’69, 
and  Supervisor  of  the  'Seventh  ward 
for  four  terms. 

WIDLIAM  J.  ANDERSON  of  432 
Burnet  avenue,  is  of  English  descent, 
and  was  born  55  years  ago.  In  his 
youth  he  attended  the  Albany  schools. 
His  early  educational  advantages  were 
liberal.  He  'pursued  an  academic  course. 
He  went  to  the  war  and  is  a prominent 
Grand  Army  man.  In  politics  he  is  a 
Republican.  In  January,  1897,  he  was 
appointed  court  crier.  He  is  a member 
of  the  Post  Root,  Grand  Army.  He 
married  Miss  C.  D.  Nearing,  daughter 
of  A.  J.  Nearing.  Has  always  lived 
in  Syracuse.  They  have  three  chil- 
dren. 

OHARiDEIS  W.  ANDREWS  was  born 
in  iSyracuse  in  1861.  His  father  is  Hon. 
Charles  Andrews,  chief  judge  of  the 
Court  of  Appeals.  Charles  graduated 
from  the  Harvard  Law  iSchool  in  1882'. 
He  completed  his  legal  studies  in  the 
office  of  Knapp,  Nottingham  & An- 
drews, and  was  admitted  to  the  firm 
in  1886,  since  which  time  he  has  prac- 
ticed his  profession  in  this  city  as  a 
member  of  the  firm  >of  Knapp,  Notting- 
ham & Andrews. 

JUDGE  ClHARDEiSi  ANDREWS'  was 
born  at  New  York  Mills,  Oneida  coun- 
ty, N.  Y.,  May  27,  1827.  He  attended 
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the  comimon  schools  and  a seminary  at 
Cazenovia;  studied  law  in  the  office  of 
Sedgwick/  & 'Outwater,  was  admitted 
tO'  the  bar  in  1849,  and  began  the  prac- 
tice of  law  in  'Syracuse.  In  1851,  the 
firm  of  iSedgwiok  & Andrews  was  form- 
ed, which  enjoyed  an  extensive  prac- 
tice for  a long  time,  later  taking  into 


the  firm'  George  N.  Kennedy,  ex- 
Supreme  'Court  Justice.  The  mem- 
bers of  this  firm  have  all  become  emil 
nent.  In  1853  Mr.  Andrews  was  elected 
District  Attorney.  In  1855  he  was  mar- 
ried tO'  the  daughter  of  the  late  Judge 
Shankland.  In  1861  he  was  elected 
Mayor  of  Syracuse,  and  re-elected  the 
next  year,  and  again  in  1868.  He  was 
instrumental  in  bringing  the  Univer- 
sity to  (Sfyracuse.  He  was  a delegate- 
at-large  to  the  Constitutional  Conven- 
tion of  1868,  and  elected  Judge  of  the 
Court  ^f  Appeals  in  1870.  In  1881  he 
was  appointed  Chief  Judge.  He  ran 
against  Mr.  Ruger  for  the  Chief  Jus- 
ticeship in  1882,  but  was  defeated.  In 
1884  both  parties  endorsed  him  for  As- 
sociate Judge.  Mr.  Andrews  has  been 
on  the  bench  longer  than  any  other 
Judge  of  the  ICourt  of  Appeals.  DL.  D. 
has  been  conferred  upon  him,  and  hiS 
party  leaders  have  often  urged  himi  to' 
accept!  the  nomination  for  governor. 

ROiBERT  W.  ANDRHWiS  was  born 
in  October,  1852,  at  Alton,  Wayne  coun- 
ty, N.  Y.  He  is  of  {English  descent. 
His  father  was  a clergyman.  His  ini- 
tials were  R.  K.  Robert  W.  in  his 
youth  attended  the  common  schools. 
He  completed  an  academic  course  at 
Pulaski  Union  school.  He  began  his 
career  as  a merchant  in  Jefferson  coun- 
ty; came  to  (Syracuse  in  1880t,  but  one 
year  later  removed  to  Pittsburg  as 
superintendent  of  an  insurance  com- 
pany. He  returned  to  'Syracuse  three 


years  later,  and  has  been  engaged  in 
the  real  estate  business  in  our  city 
since  then.  He  is  one  of  our  success- 
ful business  men.  He  helped  to  found 
the  Eastern  'Biuilding  and  Loan  asso- 
ciation. In  1892  (he  helped  organize  the 
Cosmopolitan  Building  and  Loan  Asso- 
ciation, and  became  a director  and 
m'anager.  In  1895  he  was  elected  its 
secretary.  He  was  one  of  the  organiz- 
ers of  the  Commercial  Publishing  com- 
pany. He  is  a member  of  the  I.  O.  Q.

PRANK  BANNON  was  born  in  Ge- 
neva. His  father  was  Daniel  Bannoii.

His  early  edu- 
cational advantages  were  good.  Be^ 
gan  his  career  as  a groceryman,  and 
has  been  in  engagled  in  the  grocery 
business  in  our  city  ever  since.  He  is 
one  of  our  successful  merchants.  In 
politics  he  is  a democrat.  He  married 
Miss  Annie  Hawley. 

ALLEN  BAIRKER,  lately  de- 
ceased, was  born  in  1865,  at 
Jamesville,  N.  Y.  His  father  was 
John  Barker.  Allen  in  his  youth  at- 
tended the  Onondaga  Academy  at  On- 
ondaga Valley.  His  early  educational 
advantiages  were  liberal.  Began  his 
career  as  an  employee  at  the  N.  Y.  C'. 
depot,  and  has  been  employed  by  the 
railroad  for  10  years.  He  is  one  of  our 
successful  railroad  men.  In  politics  he 
is  a republican.  In  1894  he  married 
Miss  Francis  Johnson.  They  have  one 
child. 

George  Barnes  was  born  in  England, 
October  1,  1827,  came  to  America  in 
1834,  and  for  a time  studied  law  in  the 
offlce  of  Wilkinson  & Bagg,  of  iSyira- 
cuse.  He  became  a bookkeeper  for  the 
Syracuse  & Utica  railroad,  and  was 
from  time  to  time  promoted  until  he 
Anally  becamie  superintendent.  He  was 
one  of  the  promoters  of  the  new  rail- 
road between  ©yracuse  and  Rochester, 
and  assisted  in  the  consolidation  of  the 
several  railroads  between  Buffalo  and 
New  York  into  the  New  York  Central 
railroad  in  1853.  He  became  the  pro- 
prietor of  the  first  daily  newspaper 
that  supported  the  Republican  party 
outside  of  New  York  city,  and  sold  it  in 
1855.

He  can  trace  his  an- 
cestry back  to  1635,  in  this  county. 

CHARLES  E.  COLTON,  the  promi- 
nent architect  of  this  city,  was  born 
here  November  12,  1847.  His  father’s 
name  was  Calvin  C.  Charles  E.  went 
through  the  public  schools,  graduated 
from  the  High  school,  and  for  several 
yearsi  tried  different  occupa£ions.  He 
finally^  studied  architecture  and  fitted 
himsielf  for  a draughtsman,  opened  an 
office  in  1879,  and  has  erected  most  of 
the  prominent  structures  in  this  city. 
He  is  a fellow  of  the  American  Insti- 
tute of  Architecture.  In  1866  he  was 
married  to  Anna  Evan  Buskirk. 


JUDGE  ^GEORGE  F.  COMiSTOCK 
was  born  at  Williamstown,  Oswego 
county,  August  24,  1811.  He  was  left 
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an  orphan  at  an  early  age,  and  thrown 
upon  his  own  resources.  He  became  a 
country  school  teacher,  later  a grad- 
uate of  Union  College,  again  a teacher 
of  languages,  devoting  his  spare  time 
to  the  study  of  law,  and  finally  be- 
came a student  in  the  law  office  of 
Leavenworth  & Noxon,  of  this  city.  In 
1837  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar,  and  be- 
gan the  practice  of  law  in  Syracuse.  In 
1839  he  was  married  to  Miss  Cornelia, 
the  daughter  of  Mr.  Noxon.  In  1847  he 
was  made  reporter  of  the  Court  of 
Appeals,  in  which  capacity  he  acted 
three  years.  In  1849  he  was  one  of  the 
incorporators  of  the  Syracuse  Savings 
Bank.  Fillmore  made  him  solicitor 
of  the  United  iStates  treasury  in  1862. 
The  Whigs  and  native  Americans  elect- 
ed him  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Appeals 
in  1855,  where,  as  Associate  and  Chief, 
he  acquired  a world-wide  reputation 
on  account  of  his  learned  decisions.  In 
1861  he  was  defeated  for  Judge  of  the 
Court  of  Appeals  with  nearly  all  the 
other  Democratic  candidates.  He  was 
made  delegate-at-large  to  the  Consti- 
tutional convention  in  1868.  At  re- 
quest he  edited  a new  edition  of  Kent’s 
Commentaries.  He  was  the  prime  mo- 
ver in  the  establishment  of  Syracuse 
University,  to  which  he  gave  $50,000. 
Also  to  SI.  John’s  school  at  Manlius, 
to  which  he  has  donated  $60,000.  He  is 
a trustee  of  the  State  Idiot  Asylum, 
was  one  of  the  incorporators  of  the 
Syraicuse,  Chenango  & New  York  Rail- 
road Company,  and  was  the  promoter 
and  is  now  the  president  of  the  Ameri- 
can Dairy  Salt-  company.  He-  was  a 
director  of  the  Water  Company,  also  of 
the  Gas  company,  and  was  an  extensive 
owner  of  real  estate  within  and  near, 
the  city.  Syracuse  was  justly  proud  of 
this  her  most  illustrious  citizen.  Judge 
Comstock  died  in  1895. 

ANTHONY  COOK  was  born  in  East 
Syracuse,  30  years  ago.  He  is  of  Ger- 
man descent.  His  father  was  a far- 
mer. His  given  name  was  Peter.  An- 
thony in  his  wouth  attended  the  schools 
of  East  'Syracuse.  His  early  educa- 
tional advantages  were  liberal.  He  is 
a student  at  law,  and  is  prominent  as  a 
young  man  of  extraordinary  promise. 
In  politics  he  is  a democrat.  He  mar- 
ried Miss  Nora  George,  daughter  of 
Charles  George. 

A.  D.  COOK  was  born  ' in  Leaven- 
worth, Conn.,  in  1835.  His  father  was 
I.  G.  Cook,  the  proprietor  of  the  fa- 
mous coffee  house.  In  his  youth  he 
attended  the  public  schools.  His  early 
educational  advantages  were  limited, 
but  he  later  acqired  mmch  practical 
learning  in  that  best  of  schools,  the 
great  business  world.  He  began  his  ca- 
reer as  a hotel  keeper,  and  has  been 


engaged  in  the  Fibre  works  in  our 
city.  . He  is  one  of  our  successful  hotel 
men.  In  1878  he  married  Miss  L.  T. 
Swan,  daughter  of  J.  W.  Bwan.  They 
had  a daughter  born  in  1860. 


GEORGE  R.  'COOK,  born  in  Cazeno- 
via  in  1836,  educated  at  Yates’  Poly- 
technic Institute  in  Chittenango  and 
the  Oneida  Conference  Seminary,  stud- 
ied law,  was  admittted  to  the  bar, 
practiced  his  profession  in  Syracuse, 
became  Surrogate  in  1879,  and  contin- 
ued such  until  1892.  He  is  again  prac- 
ticing his  profession,  being  the  senior 
mxember  of  the  Arm  of  Cook,  Notting- 
ham & Pierce. 

DAVID  B.  HOOPER  was  born  in 
Sterling,  N.  Y.,  in  1844,  he  served 
through  the  war  with  distinction. 
After  the  war  he  engaged  in  the  Life 
Insurance  business  in  Auburn  and 
finally  came  to  Syracuse  in  1879.  He  is 
now  general  agent  of  the  Commercial 
National  Insurance  Company.  He  is 
one  of  the  most  enthusiastic  insurance 
men  in  the  city. 

THOMAS  OOiSTELLO  was  born  in 
Syracuse  52  years  ago.  His  father’s 
given  name  was  Thomas.  The  subject 
in  his  youth  attended  the  city  schools. 
His  early  educational  advantages  were 
liberal.  He  began  his  career  as  a 
moulder,  and  was  engaged  as  a mould- 
er in  our  city  for  a number  of  years. 
He  is  one  of  our  successful  iron  manu- 
facturers. In  politics  he  is  a Demo- 
crat. He  is  a member  of  the  I.  O.  O. 
F.  and  Molders^  Union  He  married

in  this  city. 

GEORGE  COOPER  was  born  in 
England  in  1837.  His  father,  William, 
was  a horse  farrier.  George  attended 
the  public  schools  of  this  city,  learned 
to  be  a carriage  maker  and  entered 
the  employ  of  the  New  York  Central 
35  years  ago.  He  has  been  steadily 
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promoted  and  is  now  one  of  the  most 
popular  conductors  on  the  road.  He 
is  a republican.  On  September  11, 
1887,  he  married  Mary  Howard. 

GEO'RJOE  E.  'OONG^DON  was  born  in 
Jacksonville,  Tompkins  county,  July  17, 
18'63.  He  went  throug-h  the  public 
scl^ools  and  ITrumansburg  .academy. 
He  also  studied  for  a time  in  Bingham- 
ton. Studied  law  in  Auburn  and 
Union  College,  and  was  admitted  to 
the  bar  in  Albany,  September,  1883.

schools  of  Oswego.  His  early  educa* 
tional  advantages  were  limited,  but  he 
later  acquired  much  practical  learn- 
ing in  that  best  of  schools,  the  great 
business  world.  He  has  been  engaged 
as  a printer  in  Syracuse  for  a number 
of  years.  In  politics  he  is  a Socialist 
and  quite  prominent  in  labor  organiza- 
tions.

ViLI  lAM  COWIB  was  born  in 
Scotland  October  7,  1846,  attended  the 
school  of  his  native  country,  came  to 
America  arm  Syracuse  in  1865,  became 
a clerk  iv.  t.oe  County  Clerk’s  office,  was 
promoted  fiom  time  to,  time,  until  in 
1879  the  Republicans  elected  him  County 
Clerk.  Subsequently  he  became'  busi- 
ness manager  of  the  Syracuse  Standard, 
engaged  in  the  real  estate  business,  and 
in  1890  was  elected  Mayor  of  Syracuse.

which  continued  for  some  years,  and 
on  January  1,  1892,  after  the  death  of 
Mr.  Moore,  the  Arm’s  name  was 
changed  to  Charles  Hubbard,  'Son  & 
Co.,  and  so  remains.  On  January  20, 
1863,  he  married  Miss  Mary  E.  Brain- 
ard,  and  five  children  were  born  to 
them,  four  of  whom  are  living,  two 
sons  and  'two  daughters.  Mr.  Hub- 
bard is  treasurer  of  Business  Men’s 
association,  and  an  active  member  of 
board  of  water  Commissioners  since 
its  organization. 

ALEXANDER  H.  HUBBS,  son  of 
Harvey,  was  born  in  Charleston,  N.

TON,  D.  D.,  L.L.  D.,  L.  H.  D.,  the  young- 
est of  eleven  children  of  Rev.  Dan  Hun- 
tington, was  born  in  Hadley,  Mass.,  May 
28,  1819.  He  entered  Amherst  College  in 
1835  and  graduated  the  valedictorian  of  his 
class.  He  taught  school  and  spent  three 
years  in  the  Cambridge  Divinity  school, 
and  settled  at  the  South  Congregational 
Church  of  Boston.  In  1885  he  was  made 
a professor  of  Harvard  College  and  its 
preacher.  In  1868  upon  the  formation  of 
the  dioicese  of  Central  New  York  he  be- 
came its  first  bishop  and  rector  of  St.

He  was  admitted  tO'  the 
bar  in  Utica  in  1851,  practiced  his  profes- 
sion in  Jefferson  two  years,  and  in  iSyra- 
cuse  since  May,  1854.  Mr.  Hunt  has  been 
associated  in  practice  w-th  the  tmost  prom- 
inent lawyers  of  our  city;  at  one  time  with 
Judge  Noxon,  and  laterw  ith  Colonel  Elias 
W.  Leavenworth.  He  died  in  1896. 

EDWARD  G.  HUSSEY  was  born  in  New 
York  34  years  ago.  He  is  of  English  de- 
scent. His  father  was  a dyer.  His  given 
name  was  Edward.  Edward  in  his  youth 
attended  the  public  schools  of  New  York. 
His  early  educational  advantages  were 
limited.  He  learned  the  tinsmith  trade 
and  began  his  career  as  a tinsmith,  and 
has  been  eng'aged  in  the  tinsmith  business 
in  our  city  since.  He  is  one  of  our  suc- 
cessful tin  men.  In  poLtics  he  is  a Repub- 
lican. He  married  Miss  Amelia  King, 
daughter  of  B.  F.  King.  They  have  one 
child. 

MASON  C.  HUTCHINS,  vice  president 
of  the  Syracuse  News  Publishing  Com- 
pany, and  managing  editor  of  the:  Syra- 
cuse Evening  Neiws,  was  born  in  the  city 
of  Albany,  received  his  early  education  in 
a private  school,  after  which  he  entered 


the  Albany  Academy,  from  which  he 
graduated  with  honors.  Immediately  after 
leaving  school  he  entered  the  office  of 
public  service  of  State  of  New  York,  re- 
maining until  his  father’s  death,  when  he 
went  intO'  the  wholesale  grocery  business 
with  Albert  Wing  Sons  & Co;  in  the  fall 
of  1888.

He  was  commercial  traveler  for 
several  years,  and  with  his  extensive  ex- 
perience in  that  business  he  starte'd  in 
business  for  himself,  which  he  did  by  first 
establishing  a wholesale  millinery  store, 
to  which  a retail  department  was  edded 
and  has  successfully  continued  ever  since.

CHARLES  S.  KENT  was  born  Novem- 
ber 15,  18^2,  at  Floyd,  Oneida  County,  N.  Y. 
He  attended  the  common  schools  and 
Whitestown  Seminary,  and  in  Oneida 
County,  studied  law  with  J.  D.  Kernan 
in  Utica  until  February,  1881.  Was  ad- 
mitted tO'  the  bar  in  Syracuse  in  1880;  has 
practiced  his  profession  here  Since  1881. 
Mr.  Kent  has  been  successful  in  his  prac- 
tice. 

GEORGE  B.  KENYON,  the  lumber  mer- 
chant, was  born  at  Fulton,  Oswego  county, 
N.  Y.  He  was  educated  in  the  schools  in 
the  vicinity  of  his  birth,  and  when  sixteen 
years  of  age  began  his  business  career, 
with  Kenyon,  Potter  & Co.,  wholesale  drug- 
gists, of  Syracuse.

Swartz  until  in  1876,  when  he  and  his 
brother  Joseph  opened  a hardware  store  in 
partnership  in  Geneva,  N.  Y.  In  1877  they 
removed  their  business  to  this  city,  'which 
has  grown  to  be  one  of  the  largest  retail 
and  jobbing  houses  in  Central  New  York. 
In  1871  he  married  Emma,  daughter  of 
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Joseph  Gross  of  Cicero.  They  have  six  chil- 
dren, Theodore  J.,  Maymie  L.,  Minnie, 
Gertrude,  Robert  H.,  and  Ester. 

JOSEPH  D.  KIEFFER,  son  of  Theobald 
and  brother  of  Charles,  is  of  French  de- 
scent and  was  born  in  this  city  June  23, 
1860.  He  passed  through  the  public  and 
High  schools  of  the  city  and  became  a 
clerk  in  a hardware  store  when  fifteen 
years  of  age.  He  went  on  the  road  for 
a hardware  firm  when  twenty-two  years 
old,  and  in  1876  went  into  the  hardware 
business  in  Geneva  in  partnership  with 
his  brother  Charles.  In  1877  Ki'effer  Bros, 
removed  their  business  to  the  Columbian 
Hall  Block  of  this  city,  where  they  have 
conducted  it  ever  since  with  increasing 
success  until  it  is  now  one  of  the  largest 
concerns  of  the  city.

He  taught 
school  seven  years.  He  practiced  law  ten 
years  in  Syracuse.  He  is  a Republican. 
He  will  be  ninety  years  old  next  week. 
Has  lived  in  Syracuse  since  1856.  Moved 
from  Baldwinsville.  Now  lives  on  Merri- 
man  avenue.  Has  retired.  He  married 
Miss  Catharine  Demstor,  daughter  of  Will- 
iam Demstor.  Wife  born  in  Salina,  where 
they  lived  until  the  great  fire,  after  which 
they  removed  to  Merriaman  avenue. 

PRANK  J.  KING  was  born  February 
10,  1863,  at  Ithaca.  His  father  was  a 
moulder.  His  given  name  was  John. 
Prank  in  his  youth  attended  the  common 
schools.  He  began  his  career  as  a moul- 
der in  1869,  and  has  been  engaged  in  the 
business  since.  He  has  lived  in  our  city 
since  1875.  He  is  one  of  our  successful 
business  men.  In  politics  he  is  a Repub- 
lican. He  is  a member  of  the  Moulders 
Union.  In  1878  he  married  Miss  Belle  Mer- 
rill, daughter  of  Peterson  Merrill,  a mer- 
chart  of  Kansas  City.  They  have  two 
children,  Ethel  P.  King,  born  October  1, 
1888;  Harold  J.  King,  born  May  30,  1896. 

JOHN  L.  KING  was  born  November  17, 
1849,  at  Springfield,  Mass.  He  attended  the 
public  schools  of  Springfield,  and  later  at 
Exeter  and  Harvard  Colleges.  Studied  law 
two  years  at  Harvard  Law  School  and  two 
years  with  Kennedy  & Tracy.  He  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  at  Springfield  in  1875, 
and  at  Rochester  in  1877.

Dr.  ARTHUR  B.  KINNEY  was  born  in 
the  town  of  Dewitt  September'  25,  1850.  Hi® 
father’s  name  was  Mason  P.  and  he  wa® 
a farmer.  Arthur  B.  Graduated  from  the 
Syracuse  High  school  in  1871  and  began 
the  study  of  medicine  with  Dr.  William 
Henry  Hoyt.  He  graduated  from  the 
Homeopathic  Medical  College  in  1877  and 
has  practiced  his  profession  in  this  city 
ever  since  with  ever  increasing  popularity 
and  success.  He  is  a member  and  former 
president  of  the  Onondaga  Homeopathic 
Medical  Society,  and  belongs  to  the  New 
York  State  Homoeopathic  Medical  Society 
as  well  as  the  American  Institute  of 
Homoeopathy.  He  was  one  of  the  organ- 
izers and  the  first  president  of  the  Homoe- 
opathic Free  Dispensary  in  1891.  In  1880

WILLIAM  B.  KIRK  was  born  at  Fish- 
kill  in  1799,  died  in  1886.

In  1826  he  traded  his  property  in  Cardiff 
for  a tavern  at  the  corner  of  Fayette  and 
Salina  streets,  and  conducted  the  same 
for  a number  of  years  at  the  Kibk  House. 
He  rebuilt  his  tavern  once.  The  magnifi- 
cent Kirk  Block  on  this  same  site  was 
recently  erected  by  his  son,  the  Hon.  Will- 
iam B.  Kirk.  Mr.  Kirk,  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  was  an  extensive  owner  of  railroad 
stock  and  real  estate. 


HON.  WILLIAM  B.  KIRK,  the  son  of 
William  B.  Kirk  above  referred  to  as  the 
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touilder  and  owner  of  the  miag’nificent  new 
Kirk  Block,  was  born  in  Syracuse,  and 
received  a liberal  education  and  has  long- 
been  a prominent  Democrat  of  Onondaga 
Coiunty.  He  served  as  Mayor  of  Synacuse, 
won  distinction,  and  at  his  father’s  death 
inherited  a fortune  which,  it  is  said,  he 
has  quite  doubled.  Mr.  Kirk  is  classed 
among  our  millionaires.  He  is  an  ex- 
member  of  the  State  committee  of  the 
Democratic  party,  and  has  been  often 
urged  to  accept  nominations  on  the  State 
ticket. 

WILLIAM  KIRKPATRICK,  born  in 
New  Jersey  in  1769,  and  in  1788  graduated 
from  Princeton  College,  studied  medicine 
and  practiced  the  same  at  Whitestown  in 
1795.  In  1805  he  was  appointed  superinten- 
dent of  the  Salt  Springs,  and  took  up  his 
residence  in  Salina.  He  was  a member 
of  Congress  from  the  Oneida  district  in 
1807-9.  He  was  always  active  in  politics. 
He  was  one  of  the  projectors  of  the  great 
Erie  Canal.  William  Kirkpatrick  of  James 
street  is  his  son 


JACOB  J.  KLEIN  was  born  in  Dehlin- 
ger,  Grermany,  February  14  ,1842,  and  when 
ten  years  of  age  came  to  this  country  and 
Syracuse  with  his  parents.  In  1866  he  mar- 
ried Mary  A.  Snyder,  who,  ever  faithful, 
went  to  Rochester  with  him,  where  he 
breathed  his  last.  For  several  years  he 
conducted  a saloon  in  James  street.  He 
leaves  a widow,  one  daughter,  Mrs.  H.  H. 
Huckley,  J.  Will  Klein  and  Jacob  C.  Klein. 
Also  mourning  the  loss  is  his  sister  and 
brother,  John  C.  Klein  and  Mrs.  M.  Toung; 
Mr.  Klein  was  an  honoreid  member  of  Post 
G.  A.  R.,  havinig  served  in  Company  B, 
One  Hundred  and  Forty-ninth  Now  York 
Volunteers,  and  was  a member  of  White 
Star  Association  and  Prospect  Lodge,  K. 
of  P.  He  was  buried  in  this  city. 

SIMON  KLOPFER,  son  of  Adolph,  a 
manufacturer,  is  of  German  descent  and 
was  born  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  July  16,  1860. 
He  attended  the  public  schools  of  that 
city  and  began  his  career  as  a traveling 
salesman,  which  he  continued  for  four 
years.  In  1883,  in  partnership  with  his 
brother  Charles,  he  went  into  the  fancy 
goods  business  in  Wilkesbarre,  Pa.  In  1888 
they  established  a millinery  store  in  Scran- 
ton. In  1891  they  came  to  Syracuse  and 
purchased  the  New  York  millinery  store 
of  L.  A.  Graff.  In  1893  they  also  estab- 
I'shed  a millinery  store  in  Rochester.  They 


thus  conducted  four  large  stores.  In  1893 
Mr.  Klopfer  married  Miss  Stella  Danzi- 
ger,  daughter  of  David  Danziger  of  this 
city.  They  have  one  daughter,  Elma. 


JAY  B.  KLINE,  District  Attorney,  is  one 
of  the  younger  members  of  the  Onondaga 
Coiunty  bar,  but  has  nevertheless  had  a 
large  and  varied  experience  in  the  law. 
Born  at  Ithaca  on  the  3d  day  of  January, 
1863,  and  living  in  that  famous  univer- 
sity town,  his  facilities  for  culture  were 
of  the  best.  Through  the  public  schools, 
to  the  Ithaca  Academy,  and  thence  to  the 
university  were  natural  steps  of  the  youth 
in  search  of  education.  Mr.  Kline  was  a 
member  of  the  class  of  ’75,  at  Cornell, 
but  he  left  college  in  his  junior  year  to 
study  law  in  the  office  of  Beers  & Howard 
at  Ithaca.

J.  WILTSIE  KNAPP,  M.  D.,  son  of 
James  W.  an^^  Anna  M.,  was  born  in  Ged- 
des,  now  a part  of  Syracuse,  January  6, 
1853.  He  is  of  English  descent.  Mr.  Knapp 
graduated  from  the  public  schools  of  the 
city  and  completed  an  academic  course  in 
the  High  school  and  graduated  from  the 
Albany  Medical  College  in  1873.  He  began 
his  practice  in  Geddes.  From  1879  to-  1885 
he  was  Coroner  of  this  county.  He  was 
afterward  president  of  the  Board  of  Pen- 
sion Surgeons.  He  is  a member  of  several 
medical  societies.  In  1884  he  married  Susan 
K.,  daughter  of  Alexander  H.  Henderson, 
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the  prominent  veterinary  surgeon.  They 
have  two  children  Wiltsie  and  Mathew. 


ADAM  KLINK,  JR.,  is  of  German  de- 
scent and  was  born  in  th.s  city  September 
25,  1848.  His  father  was  a groceryman. 
Adam,  jr.,  passed  through  the  public 
schools  of  the  city  and  learned  the  trade 
of  a molder,  which  he  followed  for  five 
years.  He  then  entered  the  employ  of 
Dugivid,  Wells  & Co.,  manufacturers  of 
saddlery  and  hardware,  but  in  1876  was 
appointed  superintendent  at  the  Onondaga 
Penitentiary.  Pour  years  later  he  became 
the  general  foreman  for  the  North  River 
Construction  Company  in  buila-  ng  the 
West  Shore  Railroad,  as  ^uch  he  had 
charge  of  two  hundred  men  and  all  the 
material  between  Syracuse  and  Lyons.

His  father  was  a cabinet 
maker.  His  given  name  was  Michael.  The 
subject  in  his  youth  attended  the  public 
schools  of  Syracuse.  He  learned  the 
machinist  trade,  and  has  been  engaged 
as  machinist  for  many  years.  He  is  very 
successful  in  his  business.  In  politics  he 
is  an  independent.  He  is  a member  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  He  married 
Miss  Elizabeth  C.  Maemiche,  daughter  of 
Peter.  They  have  five  children. 

HARRIS  KOPFMAN  was  born  January 
25,  1832,  in  Russia.  He  is  of  Hebrew  de- 
scent on  both  sides.  His  father  was  a 
merchant.  His  given  name  was  Isaac.  In 
his  youth  he  attended  the  common  schools. 
He  began  his  career  as  a tailor  and  has 
been  engaged  in  the  tailoring  business  in 
our  city  since  1860.  He  is  one  of  our  most 
successful  business  men  In  politics  he  is 
a Republican.  In  1877  he  married  Miss 


Sarah  Harris,  daughter  of  Jacob  Harris, 
a native  of  Russia. 

WILLIAM  A.  KOEHLER  was  born  in 
Frankfort-on-the-Oden  in  Prussia  June  29, 
1843,  afterwards  received  his  education  in 
the  public  schools  ot  Berlin,  Germany.  He 
choise  that  of  gunsmith  as  his  future  busi- 
ness. After  mastering  the  trade,  he  emi- 
grated to  America  in  1859,  and  went  to

His  given  name 
was  Andrew  Knox.  John  in  his  youth  at- 
tended the  common  schools.

He 
is  one  of  our  most  (successful  men.  In 
politics  he  was  a republican.  In  1894  he 
married  Miss  Joe  Griffin,  daughter  of 
Michael  Griffin,  a molder  of  Manlius. 

MICHAEL  KOHLES  was  born  in 
Bavaria,  Germany,  October  7,  1843.  His 
father,  John  J.  Kohles  was  a tailor.  The 
family  came  to  America  and  Syracuse  in 
1858,  Michael  was  educated  in  the  com- 
mon schools  of  Germany.  He  began  his 
career  as  an  employer  of  Smith  & Bonell, 
clothing  men.  Three  years  later  he  be- 
came a clerk  in:  the  store  of  Nicholas 
Peters,  with  whom  he  remained  six  years. 
In  1868  he  established  a igrocery  store  on 
North  Salina  strete  of  this  city,  w'hich  has 
grown  to  be  one  of  the  largest  general 
stores  of  the  North  Side.

PRANK  IPELLIGRINI  was  born  June  13, 
1848,  in  Italy.  He  is  of  Italian  descent. 
His  father’s  name  was  Petro.  Frank 
in  his  youth  attended  the  com- 
mon schools.  His  early  educational 
advantages  were  limited,  but  he  later  ac- 
quired much  practical  learning  in  that  best 
of  schoiols,  the  great  business  world.  In 
1877  he  began  his  career  and  has  been 
continuously  engaged  in  the  grocery  busi- 
ness in  our  city.  He  ilsi  one  of  our  success- 
ful merchants.  In  politics  he  is  a Demo- 
crat. He  married  Augustine  Defrito. 
They  have  four  children,  Petro,  born  Jan^ 
uary  15,  1874;  Frederick,  born  April  17,  1879; 
Lewis,  born  March  25,  1880;  Prank,  born 
Noivember  27,  1874;  Agnes,  born  January  28, 
1890;  (Oliva,  born  March  4,  1895. 

GEORGE  PENN  waS'  born  in  Alsace, 
the  French  province  which  Germany  cap- 
tured in  the  war  of  1871.

OWEN  D.  PERRY  was  born  April  30,1846, 
in  England.  His  father  was  a farmer.  His 
given  name  was  Daniel.  Owen  in  his  youth 
attended  the  public  schools  at  Washington 
Mills,  New  Hartford  and  Utica.  His  early 
educiational  advantages  were  somewhat 
limited  but  he  later  acquired  much  prac- 
tical learning  in  that  best  of  schools,  the 
great  business  world.  He  has  been  en- 
gaged in  the  clothing  business  in  our  city 
for  several  years.  He  is  one  of  our  most 
successful  traveling  salesmen.  In  politics 
he  is  a republican.  He  miarried  Miss  Nellie 
Burrill.  They  have  four  children,  Grace, 
born  June  '24,  1887,  Irving,  born  March  18, 
1889,  Laura  Mae,  born  November  25,  1891, 
and  Harold,  born  November  22,  1895. 

captain  CHARLES  A.  PHELPS  was 
born  in  Owego,  N.  Y.,  February  27,  1845. 
He  is  a descendant  of  the  old  patriots  of 
this  country.  His  grandfathers  and  great- 
gramdfathers,  on  both  sides,  were  soldiers 
of  the  Revolution.  His  mother  was  a 
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Scott,  a relative  of  General  Winfield  Scott. 
In  his  youth  he  attended  the  common 
schools  of  the  villagre,  subsequently  pursu- 
ing- lan  academis  course.  When  the  rebel- 
lion broke  out  he  g-ave  up  his  school  and 
on  the  17th  day  of  April,  1861,  enrolled  his 
name  w.th  Captain  (afterwards  General) 
(Isaac  Catlin,  under  President  Lincoln’s 
first  call  for  three  months  men.  He  was 
rejected  upon  the  ground  of  under  lage.  In 
a short  time  Captain  A.  H.  Krohn  start- 
ed to  raise  a company  of  cavalry  and  C.  A. 
Phelps’  name  was  one  of  the  first  upon  the 
rolls.  The  captain  took  la.  great  interest  in 
him  and  g-ave. him  permission  to  go  out  in 
the  country  and  secure  volunteers.  He 
met  with  success  and  soon  had  a long- 
list  of  bright  young  men.  For  this  service 
he  was  made  first  corporal  of  the  company. 
This  was  a high  compliment  to  be  plaid  a 
boy  of  16  years.  His  company  was  raised 
for  the  first  Pennsylvania  Cavalry,  but 
upon  arriving  at  Philadelphia,  the  captain 
received  a message  from  the  governor  of 
New  York  ordering  him  to  take  his  com- 
pany to  New  York  city.  There  they  were 
assigned  to  the  Ira  Harris  Guards,  known 
as  the  Fifth  New  York  Cavalry.  The  regi- 
ment was  soon  sent  to  Shenandoah  Val- 
ley, where  they  met  the  Ashby  Cavalry, 
the  terror  of  their  army  i?i  that  vicinity. 
Col.  Ashby  was  a brave  dashing  comman- 
der with  the  fiower  of  Southern  horsemen 
at  his  command.  The  Fifth  New  York 
Cavalry  was  credited  with  making  the  first 
sabre  charge  of  the  war  at  Harrisonburg, 
Va.,  where  they  defeated  the  brave  Ashby, 
and  shattered  his  men  in  confusion.  In 
this  flight  young  Phelps  captured  two 
prisoners,  and  for  the  courage  and  ability 
shown  was  promoted  to  First  Sergeant. 
Like  all  our  great  leaders  this  mere  boy 
was  pressing  forward,  or  rather  being 
pressed  to  the  front  by  his  noble  deeds  of 
heroism,  and  when  General  Hatch  called 
for  volunteers  to  go  inside  the  enemy’s 
lines.  He  was  one  of  the  first  to  offer  his 
services,  but  of  the  large  number  who 
undertook  this  dangerous  trip  he  was  the 
only  one  to  gain  the  desired  information, 
and  from  that  time  on  he  was  detached 
from  all  duty  with  his  regiment.  His  ser- 
vices as  scout  with  the  leading  generals  of 
the  eastern  armies  are  so  familiar  they 
need  no  further  mention  here.  He  was  pro- 
moted from  time  to  time  for  valuable  ser- 
vices land  when  General  Grant  took  charge 
of  the  army,  operating  against  Richmond 
he  was  appointed  captain  of  scouts  and 
served  with  General  Grant  until  the  war 
closed.  He  was  chief  of  scouts  under  Gen- 
eral Hatch,  Slocum,  Kilpatrick,  Mead  and 
Grant.  S' nee  the  war  he  has  been  in  ac- 
tive business.  For  many  years  he  was  en- 
gaged in  business  at  Quincy,  111.,  but  the 
past  eight  years  he  has  been  a resident  of 
Syracuse,  and  largely  interested  in  the 
city’s  prosperity,  being  an  extensive  dealer 
in  real  estate.

ELIJA  PHELPS  w(as  born  in  1847,  in 
Brewerton.  In  his  youth  he  atended  the 
public  schools.

He 
began  his  career  as  a meat  cutter  at  Brew- 
erton while  young  and  has  been  engaged  in 
the  business  ever  since.  He  lived  in  our 
city  since  1892  and  lived  in  Lafayette  a good 
many  years  before  coming  to  Syracuse.  He 
is  one  of  our  successful  meat  cutters.  In 
polit-cs  he  is  a Republican.

They  have  five  chil- 
dren, .Jamies,  M'yra,,  William',  M-artha 
and  Mary. 

GEORGE  H.  PENNY  was  born 
April  23,  1836,  in  Rome,  Oneida  county, 
N.  Y.  His  father  was  a.  blacksmith. 
His  given  name  was  William.  In  his 
youth  George  attended  the  common 
schools.  B-egan  his  career  as  a tanner 
in  1850  and  then  engaged  in  the  farm,- 
ing  business.

He  received  a common  school  educa- 
tion, clerked  for  a long  time  in  stores 
at  Homer,  Auburn  and  Albany,  and 
finally  became  cashier  of  the  Bank  of 
Syracuse  upon  its  organization  in  1838. 
He  became  intersted  in  other  banks 
and  was  treasurer  of  the  Binghamton 
Railroad  company,  and  one  of  the  first 
directors  of  the  N.  Y.  Central  Railroad 
company.  He  and  his  brother  Hamil- 
ton were  the  guiding  financiers  of  the 
city,  and  prominent  in  every  enterprise 
that  concerns  the  early  history  of 
Syracuse.

White  are  his  sons. 

HORACE  WHITE,  Senator  from  the 
Thirty-sixth  Senatorial  (Onondaga 
County)  district,  was  born  October  7, 
1865,  in  the  city  of  Buffalo.  He  is  the 
son  of  Horace  K.  White,  a well-known 
and  highly  respected  citizen  of  this 
city,  and  a nephew  of  the  Hon.  Andrew 
D.  White,  ex-president  of  the  univer- 
sity and  ex-ambassadOr  tO'  Germany 
and  Russia.  Mr.  White  came  to  this  city 
with  his  parents  in  1869,  and  has  resid- 
ed here  ever  since.  Here  he  attended 
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the  p'Uiblic  sdhoolis  and  the  High  school, 
and  thence  entered  Cornell  university, 
'graduating  with  high  honors  in  1887.  In 
1886  at  Cornen  'Mr.  White  took  the  'nie- 
morial  prize  for  the  junior  year  for 
oratory,  and  in  the  senior  year  won  the 
'Woodford  prize,  a golld  medal  of  $100 
value,  for  the  best  English  oration, 
matter  and  manner  being  considered. 
In  the  first  instance,  the  entire  class 
competed  for  this  prize,  and  from  these 
the  six  best  were  chosen  to  speak  in.  a 
public  contest.  Mr.  White’s  eloquent 
words  have  been  frequently  heard  in 
this  county  since  that  time,  both  in:  the 


courts  and  from  the  political  nostrum. 
After  studying  law  two  years  in  ex- 
Senator  Hiscock’s  office,  Mr.  White 
took  the  law  course  at  Columbia  Haw 
school.
